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HOUSE IN OLIVET, near Orleans, rented by SFC and Mrs. W. E. Hamer for $130 
per month, plus heat, light, gas and all other utilities. Although the small furnace 
burns a ton of coal a month (at $50 a ton) it fails to heat the 6 rooms so that they 
must also keep the fireplaces going. Their kitchen has a two-burner bottle-gas stove 
with small oven, no cabinets or shelves. Because there is no storage space their rooms 
are occupied by French “armoire” (clothes cabinets), extra rods and shelves, and 
boxes and foot lockers for clothes. (Mrs. Hamer works in G-4 to help pay the cost 
of living here. They have three children in school.) 





Shabby and High Cost Housing Plagues 
Army Families in USAREUR’s ComZ 


USAREUR’s life line, the vital Commu- 
nications Zone linking our fighting forces 
in Germany with the supply ports on the 
Atlantic, is being plagued with a severe 
housing problem of such proportions that 
it constitutes a major threat to the De- 
partment's campaign to keep career men 
in the Service. 

Unlike the situation in Germany (THE 
JOURNAL 13 Nov.), where adequate hous- 
ing projects are being built with 
Deutschemarks, in France there is little 
available except virtually slums and 
shattered structures which require oc- 
cupants to spend large sums to make 
habitable and for which high rentals are 
charged. The result is that thousands of 
Service families are living in shabby, cold, 
and uncomfortable quarters at rents far 
beyond that justified or what they are 
capable of paying. 

Furthermore, there is no relief in sight. 
Little prospect is seen of Congress chang- 
ing its attitude against providing govern- 
ment funds for housing construction 
abroad, the French show scant interest in 
building under the so-called modified 
Wherry housing plan for private construc- 
tion overseas, and the French themselves 
are so pinched for housing that there is 
little prospect of more or better rental 
becoming available on the French econ- 
omy. 





Since ComZ’s beginning four years ago, 
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military personnel with dependents have 
lived “on the economy,” because current 
regulations do not permit the expenditure 
of dollar funds to provide family housing 
for military personnel in overseas areas 
such as France. Obviously, this precludes 
any system of government quarters, and 
soldiers assigned to units in France are 
obliged to rent from French owners what-

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GEN. RIDGWAY PROTESTS CUTS TO PRESIDENT 


General Matthew B. Ridgway, Army Chief of Staff, has dispatched an extra- 
ordinary communication to President Eisenhower expressing his concern over 
prospective 25 per cent cuts in Army manpower. 

Normally, the Chief of Staff of any Service would restrict his protests over 
such an action within the Defense Department. 

General Ridgway is reported to have assured the President that the Army 
will do everything possible to carry out the decisions of higher authority in the 
best manner possible and with complete loyalty. But he also is said to have 
emphasized in detail the ramifications of the manpower slash, 

The Chief of Staff took the action as a “military advisor” to the President, 
a responsibility he holds by law. He sent the communication through channels, 
submitting it first to the Secretary of the Army and then to the Secretary 


of Defense. 


The disclosure late this week that General Ridgway, as the senior profes- 
sional man in the Army, felt it necessary to write the President is certain to 
have widespread repercussions—notably on Capitol Hill.

Racial Issue Threatens Reserve Plan, 


Strong Opposition Foreseen On Hill 


Powerful Southern opposition—possi- | 
bly enough to kill the bill—is developing | 


on Capitol Hill against the Administra- 
tion’s new National Reserve Plan, As- 
signment of Negro troops to segregated 
Reserve and National Guard units is the 
new issue. It’s loaded with political 
dynamite. 

As yet, no Defense official has acknowl- 
edged this stumbling block publicly. But 
it could be a potent “sleeper,” spelling 
defeat or major modification of the wide- 
ly publicized plan. 

Slated to reach Congress about mid- 
January, the National Reserve Plan faces 
a hazardous legislative road. It is now 
given no more than a 50-50 chance of 
enactment in substantially its present 
form. 

Three major hurdles peril the new 
plan. 

First, there are certain to be protests 
about its cost of perhaps $1 billion per 
year.

The Chief Executive’s press secre- 
tary told newsmen at Augusta, Ga., 
that a military pay bill will be sent 
to the Capitol 13 Jan., two days after 
recommendations for a _ boost for 
civilian employees. 

THE JOURNAL on 18 Dec. published 
tables showing the pay increases 
recommended by the Defense Depart- 
ment, ranging up to 16 per cent for 
certain second lieutenants.

Navy & Marine Corps Report Force-Outs 
Not Necessary To Meet New Cut-Backs 


Both the Navy and the Marine Corps 
report it will not be necessary to institute 
force-out programs to meet the new end 
strength figures established by the De- 
fense Department. 

Navy strength, approximately 691,000, 
was to be reduced to 665,000 by June 1955. 
A revision of the “New-Look” now calls 
for a cut to 650,000 by June 1956. 


At present, Marine Corps manpower is | 
| is cut back to 650,000, it will probably be 


about 221,000; slated to be cut to 205,000 
by 30 June, the new end strength figure 
has been slashed to 190,000. 

The Navy explained that since it has 
had trouble meeting its personnel re-

All that need be done is 
to drop to a recruiting quota of about 
13 to 15 thousand per month rather than 
the present quota of 15 to 20 thousand.

ever they can find in the way of family 
accommodations. 

The scarcity of housing in France has 
been a problem since prewar days, and 
wholesale destruction by bombing during 
the war multiplied the number of fami- 
lies without shelter. Rents have been con- 
trolled since 1938, at a very low rate, 
making housing construction an unattrac- 
tive venture for French investors. But 
these authorized rental levels are much 
lower than the rates charged Americans 
on the “open” market. 

Houses or apartments that Americans 
do find are generally far below American 
standards, frequently lacking all or near- 
ly all the modern conveniences ordinar- 
ily regarded as essential. 


In many cases, soldiers must invest 
considerable amounts of their own 
funds to install basic necessities such 
as hot water, space heating and toi- 
lets. High rents are the rule, and 
French units available to Americans 
are usually considerable distance 
away from the duty station (up to 50 
miles) requiring private automobiles 
for transportation. 


Congress has refused to appropriate 
funds for family housing abroad, but in- 
stead passed the Public Works Act of 
1952, establishing the “rental guarantee 
program” for overseas housing. Under 
this sort of a modified Wherry plan, pri- 
vate French interests construct housing 
for occupancy by US personnel according 
to agreed designs and minimum accepta- 
ble standards. In return, the US govern- 
ment guarantees rental payments on 95 
per cent of the apartments for the first 
five years. The apartments are small com- 
pared to such units built in Germany for 
US personnel with Deutschemark funds, 
the 2-bedroom apartment (at $115 a 
month) having from 650 to 850 square 
feet, as compared to 910 square feet aver- 
age in the German units. 


Housing Hits Snag 


So far, Congress has approved and ap- 
propriated money for the guarantee of 
rental for 1655 units for Army stations in 
France. But a snag came up in the form 
of French hesitancy to build such proj- 
ects because they do not believe five years 
enough guarantee and most of the build- 
ings would not be so located as to attract 
French tenants if the American person- 
nel were pulled out. 

A financier and contractor was ob- 
tained for 300 units at Orleans, and 
ground was broken in September, 1953. 
In July, 1954, the first families moved 
into the apartments; 240 families will 
be settled by the end of 1954, and it is 
expected the entire 300 units will be com- 
pleted by the end of February, 1955. 

Another French firm is being negoti- 
ated with for the financing and construc- 
tion of 568 more units scattered among 
La Rocheile, Bordeaux, Ingrandes, Metz, 
and Toul-Nancy. 


These 868 units, however, are only a

drop in the bucket compared with the 
total number required. 


According to a survey made 31 Oct. 
1954, there are 6,829 US Army fami- 
lies in France living in indigenous 
housing, 34 per cent of which are con- 
sidered “adequate” and 66 per cent 
rated “inadequate.” 


In Orleans, it is estimated that the 300 
units will fill approximately one-third of 
the requiremeni. The other two-thirds of 
the families must make do whatever they 
can find, wherever they can find it. 

Generally French houses available for 
rent to Americans are large, drafty and 
hard to heat, since they usually have 
large, high windows (no storm windows), 
high ceilings, and some have stone floors. 
If there is a furnace, the radiator pipes 
are usually so small as to limit the circu- 
lation of water or steam, thus merely tak- 
ing the chill off no matter how much coal 
is poured on. 


Plumbing Is Problem 


Many apartments have no plumbing, 
and those that do quite often have com- 
munity type bathroom facilities. The 
bathroom usually contains a tub and a 
wash bowl; the toilet is most always in

another room, usually on the ground 
floor, often outside the house. 

Many Americans have spent their own 
money installing adequate plumbing fa- 
cilities; quite often even with a bath. 
Americans install hot water heaters, 
which may be gas or electric, because the 
type of furnaces usually found in French 
homes do not heat water for use. 


Houses available to Americans are 
scattered; for instance, of personnel 
whose duty station is in Orleans, 32 
families live in La Ferte St Aubin, 13 
miles away; 10 at La Motte Beuvron, 
24 miles away; 65 families reside at 
Beaugency, 15 miles away, and so on. 


The Motor Officer reports he has 14 
buses which drive a total of 1450 miles 
per day, to pick up children on regular 
school runs. This averages a 50-mile run 
in the morning and at night for each bus. 
Children whose parents live in more 
widely scattered villages usually drive to 
Orleans with their parents, and take the 
bus from the Caserne to the school. For 
this and similar reasons, an automobile 
is a must. 

The same conditions prevail at other 
installations throughout France. La 
Rochelle, considered one of the better lo- 
cations for housing, reports 1038 units 
rented by Americans, 313 of which are 
within a radius of 5 miles from the head- 
quarters; 311 families, stationed at La 
Rochelle, live at Chatelaillon, a seaside 
resort 10 miles away, and 257 reside at 
Fouras, another seacoast village about 20 
miles from the post. Another 157 families 
scattered in villages ranging from 5 to 25 
miles from the headquarters. 


Facilities Are Inadequate 


The picture on quality of the facilities 
in La Rochelle shows 46% of the units are 
considered “inadequate.” In that category 
fall those without bath or convenient toi- 
let facilities, indoor or outdoor toilets, 
and Jaeking heating. Of the 24% con- 
sidered “good,” high prices rule, with rent 
plus utilities averaging from $200 to $250 
a month depending on the type of heat 
and electric appliances used. 

A sergeant assigned to Braconne Ord- 
nance Depot, several hundred miles in- 
land in Southern France, pays $77 a 
month rent plus $20 for utilities His 
house has an inside toilet and bath, but 
he has 3 kinds of heat, wood, coal and gas 
stoves, in the four rooms. Rentals in the 
Braconne area average $60 to $120 per 
month, and more than 2/3 of the places 
rented are four rooms or less. 


Captieux, 48 miles south of Bor- 
deaux, is comparatively the poorest 
housing area in Base Section, having 
144 families located within a range of 
from 10 to 35 miles from the post. 
Less than 20% of those quarters are 
considered “adequate,” and less than 
3% “good.” 

Rentals at Captieux range from $60 to 
$90 a month, with utilities generally 
higher than in La Rochelle. 

In all the areas in which US personnel 
are stationed in Com Z’s Advance Section, 
the north-eastern part of France, housing 
is critical, but Verdun has the most criti- 
cal situation. Families live in 70 villages 
within a 40-mile radius of Verdun in 
houses, apartments, rooms and hotels of 
all kinds. Outside toilets and no bathing 
facilities are commonplace conditions. 

One school bus route carrying 
American dependent children to Ver- 
dun takes two hours on its run each 
morning and night. Which means the 
child who gets on first leaves home 
nearly two hours before school starts. 


In all French towns where US Army 
installations are located, the housing situ- 
ation varies with the size of the town, and 
the number of Americans stationed there. 
Men at smaller installations usually have 
a slight advantage, because competition 
for the few available houses is not so 
keen, while in towns like Verdun and 
Orleans, with larger American headquar- 
ters, consequently more personnel, prices 
go up as competition increases. 


Current Differs 


Many US personnel find it impossible 
to use electrical appliances because of

difference in or lack of electrical] current. 
Many have had to buy French cooking 
ranges, either city or bottled gas, gas 
heaters, or kerosene stoves. In the rental 
guarantee housing units, men must have 
their own furniture, because Army regu- 
lations prohibit the Quartermaster issue 
of furniture for non-government quarters. 
Furniture at reasonable prices is available 
in the PX, but on the French market it is 
very expensive. 

Families who have moved into the 
rental guarantee apartments after living 
in a French nouse or chateau, consider 
themselves very lucky, because the apart- 
ments are new, modern, convenient, and

Of R&D; Maj. Gen. Hartford Named Deputy 


Lt. Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, USA, has 
been given “centralized control and di- 
rection” of the Army’s research and de- 
velopment program. 

A year ago, the Advisory Committee on 
Army Organization recommended that 
the R&D program be tightened up with 
clearer lines of responsibility. 

Maj. Gen. Kenner F. Hartford, USA, 
Chief of Research and Development, will 
direct the program in General Lem- 
nitzer’s Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff 
for Plans and Research. 

Under the _ reorganization, General 
Lemnitzer will assume responsibility for 
planning, general direction, and super- 
vision of all Army research and develop- 
ment. 

The move consolidates in his office 
functions in this field which were pre- 
viously responsibilities of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Logistics and the As- 
sistant Chiefs of Staff G-1 (Personnel) 
and G-3 (Operations). 

The actual performance of research and 
development for Army weapons will con- 
tinue in the Technical Services, the 
Pentagon said. 

The Chief of Army Field Forces at Fort 
Monroe, Va., will continue to be charged 
with responsibility for recommending re- 





quirements for new Army weapons and 
equipment and for testing items de- 
veloped by the Technical Services. 

The Deputy Chief fo Staff for Logistics 
will retain responsibility for supervising 
of the business and financial management 
aspects and personnel administration in 
the Research and Development activities 
of the Technical Services. 


Asst. Navy Sec’y Pratt 
Plans Tour Of NW Bases 


Assistant Navy Secretary Albert Pratt 
(Personnel & Reserve Forces) will tour 
Navy and Marine Corps activities in the 
Pacific Northwest and Alaska areas from 
9 to 16 Jan. 

While in the Northwest area, he will 
attend the recommissioning of the air- 
craft carrier USS Shangri La at the Puget 
Sound Naval Shipyard, Bremerton, 
Wash., on 10 Jan.; and on the 12th, the 
presentation of the Fleet Admiral Ches- 
ter W. Nimitz Trophy to Submarine Divi- 
sion 13-7, Portland, Ore., winner of the 
annual national competition among Na- 
val Reserve submarine units.

Military Pay Raise Wins Early Backing 
From New Armed Services Chairman 


The new Chairman of the House Armed 
Services Committee in the 84th Congress, 
Representative Carl Vinson (D-Ga), fa- 
vors a military pay raise. 

Chairman Vinson, the second most- 
senior Congressman in the House, will 
take over leadership of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee for the third time next 
week. 

His support of Defense Department 
plans to boost military pay will assure 
early hearings for the proposal. 

A widely-acknowledged friend of the 
military, Congressman Vinson served as 
Chairman of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee in both the 8lst and 82d Con- 
gresses, and for sixteen consecutive years 
prior to 1947, was Chairman of the old 
Naval Affairs Committee. 

He told THE JOURNAL this week that he 
is “for a pay increase in general.” Al- 
though he has not yet seen the detailed 
legislation which the Defense Department 
has prepared, Mr. Vinson said, he thinks 
“the facts warrant an increase.” 

Earlier, it was learned that Mr. Vinson 
will tap Representative Paul J. Kilday 
(D-Tex) to handle the military pay legis- 
lation. Mr. Kilday, who maneuvered the 
last military pay raise through the House, 
already has announced his support for an 
increase in Service pay. (THE JOURNAL, 
27 Nov.) 

Representative Bob Wilson (R-Calif.) 
plans to reintroduce his pay raise plan 
which calls for a cost-of-living increase 
in military salaries. Adjustments pro- 
vided by his bill, he said, would raise mili- 
tary pay “in some instances as much as 
30 per cent.” 

Although he knows his plan will not 
be accepted, Congressman Wilson told 
THE JOURNAL, he believes “it will empha- 
size the need for increased military pay.” 

The Defense Department pay plan calls 
for increases in pay and allowances rang- 
ing from 1.26 per cent to 16 per cent. 
The biggest monetary increase ($145.86 
per month) would go to two-star officers 
with over 35 years’ service. The top in- 
crease for enlisted personnel ($29.64) 
would go to E-7s with over 26 years’

Service, and for warrant officers the big- 
gest monetary increase would go to W-l1s 
with more than 26 years’ service. 


Some enlisted ranks would be subjected 
to decreases under the plan. Those whose 
pay would be lowered include men who 
have not progressed beyond E-3 after 10 
years’ service, E-2s who have over six 
years’ service and E-ls with more than 
four years’ service. 


When the proposal clears the budget 
hurdles, where it is now undergoing 
study, it will be rushed to the Hill for 
introduction. Extended hearings can be 
anticipated on the measure, Mr. Kilday 
said, “because military pay is a compli- 
cated matter.” 


On the Senate side of the Capitol, Sena- 
tor Mike Mansfield (D-Mont) proposed 
this week that military pay be increased 
25 per cent. 

Such an increase, plus boosted “fringe 
benefits,” he said, should enable the Serv- 
ices to attract three million men who are 
willing to make the military service a 
career, 

Senator Mansfield said his proposal to 
increase military pay would offset the 
need for the Defense Department’s modi- 
fied UMT program, designed to bolster 
the Reserves. 

If his own pay-boost proposal is not 
voted, Senator Mansfield said he will at- 
tach a rider to the Defense Department 
plan which will call for an excess profits 
tax on defense industries. “When we have 
to draft men,” he said, “we should be 
drafting these excess profits as well.” 

Other military pay proposals are ex- 
pected to be dropped into the hopper 
shortly after Congress convenes on 5 Jan. 


Gen. Green to SGO 


Brig. Gen. Mack M. Green, MC, USA, 
Surgeon of the U. S. Army I Corps at 
Sendai, Japan, has been transferred to 
the Office of the Surgeon General of the 
Army, Washington, D. C. He will be suc- 
ceeded in the Far East by Col. Hubert M.

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AF-ARMY PERSONNEL POLICIES DIVIDE 


The Army and Air Force, which have had virtually identical promotion and 
separation policies during recent years, now are dividing on a number of 
matters as a result of the revised manpower picture. 

Air Force authorities said this week that there is no plan for forced 
separation of officers who are passed over twice for temporary promotion. 

Nor does the Air Force now plan to retire Reserve officers who attain 20 


Both of these actions will be taken by the Army, with certain exceptions, 
during 1955 as a result of the manpower cutbacks. 








Army Will Ask O.K. for ROTC Change 


The Army wants a change made in 
current policy regarding the call to 
active duty of ROTC officers. About 14,000 
will graduate and be commissioned in 
1955. 


What the Army is championing is a 
policy change similar to that which was 
approved initially for the current fiscal 
year, but which then was changed. 


This would provide for “short tours,” 
probably about four months for com- 
pletion of branch training, for large num- 
bers of ROTC graduates, who then would 
be assigned to Reserve units. 


In the past, Defense officials have said 








this would not be fair because the ROTC 
students were deferred from the draft 
and would otherwise have had to serve 
two years on active duty. 

The Army now says the New Reserve 
Plan will require hundreds of second 
lieutenants. The argument is made that 
the ROTC program was developed as a 
source for Reserve officers. 

And a strong point is being made that 
unless the “short tour” recommendation 
is adopted, the Army will find it necessary 
to release involuntarily hundreds of Re- 
serve officers now on active duty, unless 
Congress were to provide funds for an 
excess officer a 





Army Will Make Some Ofkiner Peosations 
In January; Future Plans Await Study 


The Army is expected to make about 
200 promotions to temporary colonel dur- 
ing January and there may also be some 
advancements to lieutenant colonel. 

Beyond that, however, no forecast could 
be made late this week pending the com- 
pletion of new studies occasioned by the 
manpower reductions. 


Boards are now in session considering 
first lieutenants and captains for tem- 
porary promotion to major. 

The promotion pace during the rest of 
the current fiscal year which ends on 30 
June and for FY '56 will depend on the 
grade spread approved by the Defense 


| Department and Budget Bureau.

above all, warm and comfortable. 

The US Army pays its personnel who 
live in France, besides the usual quarters 
and subsistence allowances, a “station al- 
lowance.” The rate of this allowance is 
prescribed by a joint per diem travel and 
transportation allowance committee in 
the Department of Defense. 

Considered from the vantage point of 
the Pentagon, this housing problem in 
France is a “serious morale problem.” It 
not only impairs the efficiency of the 
Army’s organization in France, it cuts 
down re-enlistments, and costs the US 
Army more money to train new men. 

But from the viewpoint of a sergeant 
who is trying to make the Army his 
career, the situation is even more serious. 
Trying to do the best he can for the 
Army, he’s under a terrific strain, know- 
ing his wife is struggling with a balky 
stove, his children are playing on a cold 
stone floor, and all the while his savings 
are decreasing. If he gives up the struggle 
and becomes a civilian, he may be throw- 
ing away ten or twelve years of hard work 
toward a retirement. If he re-enlists, he 
has to accept hardships for himself, and 
his family, long separations, loss of 
money, and no overtime or portal to por- 
tal pay.

Called ‘“‘Substandard”’ 


The Marine Corps has decided to elimi- 
nate the M-1 Carbine rifle from its 
arsenal. 

The decision is an outgrowth of ob- 
servations made by General Lemuel C. 
Shepherd, jr., Marine Commandant, on his 
recent inspection trip to the Far East. 
At that time, Marine Headquarters says, 
the Commandant noted that some Ma- 
rines, mostly security forces, were armed 
with a “substandard weapon.” 

Earlier, the Marine Corps decreed the 
carbine unsuitable for use in the Fleet 
Marine Forces, that is the combat-1eady 
divisions and other units. The weapon was 
still authorized, however, for security 
forces, mainly because of the number of 
carbines on hand. ‘ 

Marine Corps Headquarters says that 
by dropping the carbine, certain phases 
of the training programs at recruit depots 
and Officers’ Basic School will be simpli- 
fied. 

It was stated that the surplus weapons 
will “be disposed of to the best interest 
of the government.” In this connection, it 
is recalled that a recent Marine Corps 
order permitted Officers and Staff Non- 
Coms to purchase obsolete '03 rifles. The 
Marine Corps has not yet determined 
whether individuals will be permitted to 
purchase the out-going carbines for their 
personal use, 

The M-1 carbine was adopted for Ma- 
rine Corps use in 1943, and was used in 
combat during WW II and the Korean 
War, “but with diminishing satisfaction,” 
Headquarters states. 

Basic Marine Corps arms will now be 
the .30 caliber rifle for T/Sgts. and below, 
and the .45 caliber automatic pistol for 
M/Sgts. and officers.

| Supply Management School 


Graduates First Class 


Maj. Gen. R. W. Colglazier, jr., USA, 
Director of Programs and Budget for the 
| Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff for 
Logistics, spoke at graduation exercises 
last week for the first class of the Army 
Supply Management Course, Ft. Lee, Va. 
General Colglazier explained how the 
| principles taught to the students of the 
| ASMC had been evolved from both Army 
Logistics principles and the knowledge 
gained by the expansion of American 
business. 

Stressing the importance of the “appli- 
cation of sound judgment to the principles 
you have been taught,” General Colglazier 
told the graduates, “let’s be sure we can 
make a profit from the application.” 

He went on to explain how decentral- 
ization of authority in the Army would 
affect the ASMC graduates. “As soon as 
we learn the principles of Supply Man- 
agement and the proper application of 
them, then the delegation of authority 
commensurate with responsibility will 
follow.”

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Language School Gives 15,000th Diploma; 
24 Languages Taught At Monterey Presidio

Private Percy, who completed a course 


of instruction in the Norwegian lan- 
guage, was one of a group of 79 officers 
and 252 enlisted men graduated in De- 
cember, Fourteen different languages 
were represented. 

Private Percy completed the 23 weeks 
Norwegian course and upon graduation 


was assigned to the 525th Military Intel- 
ligence Service Group, Ft. Bragg, N. C. 
Prior to enlistment on 5 August 1953, he 
attended Princeton University for 2 years 
where he majored in history. 

The Army began its own language 
school a few weeks before the bombing 
of Pearl Harbor with Japanese the only 
language taught at the Presidio of San 
Francisco location. 

The school was soon moved to Minne- 
sota, first to Camp Savage, and then to 
Ft. Snelling. In 1945 Chinese and Korean 
were added to the curriculum. 

The Military Intelligence Service Lan- 
guage School, as it was then known, 
graduated more than 6000 students by 
June 1946, when it was transferred to its 
present location at the Presidio of Mon- 
terey. As the scope of the school widened 
to include supplying the need for military 
linguists, the name was changed to “The 
Army Language School.” 

Today, 24 languages are taught and 
a total of 430 instructors are employed. 
The objectives of the Army Language 
School are first, “to teach the student to 
understand a foreign language and to 
speak it with fluency and reasonable ac- 
curacy,” and second, “To teach the stu- 
dent to read and write the foreign lan- 
guage to the greatest degree possible 
without limiting the first objective.”

For Regular Army 2d Lts. 


Second lieutenants in the Regular 
Army who obtained their permanent 
rank in 1952 will have to undergo a final 
physical examination as outlined in AR 
40-100. 

Those who had a permanent rank on 
31 March 1952 or earlier should have 
the examination at the earliest practical 
date. Second lieutenants who obtained 
their permanent commissioned status be- 
tween 1 April through 31 Dec. 1952, will 
have a physical examination made prior 
to the anniversary of the date of rank. 

Reports of physical examinations will 
be reviewed by the commanding officer 
of the medical examining facility, and 
these reports will be considered with 
other data in determining the individual’s 
fitness for promotion. 

In the case where the individual is 
found to be physically qualified for Regu- 
lar Army promotion by the commanding 
officer of the examining facility, the re- 
port of the physical examination will be 
forwarded to the individual’s unit com- 
mander for file in the officer’s field 201 
file, and an original certificate will be 
forwarded by the medical examining 
facility to The Adjutant General, Depart- 
ment of the Army, Washington, D. C.

Committee Charges Delay In Spanish Base 
Construction Is Due To Navy “Red Tape” 


The Navy was charged this week with 
“bureaucratic inter-meddling,” allegedly 
delaying the construction of new United 
States naval and air bases in Spain, 

Critical of Navy “red tape,” which it 
declares is holding up final contracts, the 
House Armed Services Subcommittee on 
Defense Activities recommended in a re- 
port to the parent committee that an 
inquiry into the matter be conducted by 
the new Congress. 

Subcommittee members, headed by Rep- 
resentative William E. Hess (R-Ohio), 
completed an investigation-inspection trip 
to the Spanish bases last month. 

They reported that no definitive con- 
tracts have been entered into so far and 
that the Navy is attempting “as a matter 
of internal management” to introduce 
new procedures which have “to do with 
the niceties of cost accounting and noth- 
ing whatsoever to do with building or 
engineering the work.” 

This, the Subcommittee said, would 
“further increase costs, confuse authority 
and delay decisions.” 

The members (Representatives Hess, 
Porter Hardy, Jr., D-Va., William G. 
Bray, R-Ind., and George P. Miller, D- 
Calif.) added, “We think it is high time 
that the Navy Department unravel its 
procedures and settle down to business- 
like administration. The purpose of these 
contracts is to build bases; and not to 
create internal arguments on cost ac- 
counting nor to transfer from the engi- 
neering officer-in-charge, responsibility 





for decisions on technical matters of con- 
struction and engineering to auditors 
fretting over figures and their allocation.” 

The Navy was placed in charge of the 
construction in Spain following Congres- 
sional criticism of similar construction 
undertaken for the Air Force in French 
Morocco by the Army’s Corps of Engi- 
neers, 

The Air Force staff in Spain, headed by 
Maj. Gen. August Kissner, was lauded by 
the Subcommittee for its “excellence and 
competence,” and the members also said 
they were “favorably impressed with the 
competence of the Navy staff and with 
their eagerness to get along with the 
work.” 

In all, the construction in Spain will 
include four large Air Force installations 
and seven Navy bases. All of the Navy 
bases except one will be small facilities 
for the storage of fuel oil, ammunition, 
and so forth; none of the locations have 
been announced. 

The four Air Force bases originally 
were scheduled to be constructed at 
Madrid, Zaragoza and two near Sevilla. 
The Subcommittee reported that one of 
the bases (El Coperro) near Sevilla, 
which was to be made into a depot and 
bomber base, has now been abandoned. 
The report states that Washington has 
“agreed to a change which would move 
the depot to San Pablo, making use to 
some extent of Spanish air facilities 
there, and to develop another site near 
Sevilla for another mission.” 





Navy’s “Enlist With Your Buddy Program” 
Designed To Ease Personnel Shortages 


In a move to bolster its slumping re- 
enlistment rate, the Navy has instituted 
a new recruitment set-up known as the 
“Enlist With Your Buddy Program.” 

It is hoped that the new policy will 
induce enlistment among high school 
graduates and other young men in groups 
of three or four. Such a program, the 
Navy feels, will assist the enlistees dur- 
ing their transition from civilian to mili- 
tary life. 

Recruiters, under the authority of Re- 
cruiting Service Note No. 268-54, may as- 
sure applicants that they will remain to- 
gether and be sent to the same location 
for their initial training period. 

At the same time, those on recruiting 
duty are directed to make it clear to en- 
listing groups that they may be separated 
for the following reasons: the need for 
medical attention, failure to progress sat- 
isfactorily in training, or failure of one 
of the group to meet the minimum re- 





quirement for regular recruit training. 

Personnel enlisted under the provi- 
sions of the “Buddy” program will have 
appropriate indication on their enlistment 
papers and be transferred to the same 
Naval Training Center and assigned to 
the same training company. 

In another move to draw young men 
into the Naval service, a promotional 
campaign, in connection with the Naval 
Academy’s participation in the Sugar 
Bowl football game, will be launched on 
1 January. 

The theme of the campaign will be 
“Start the New Year in a Navy Career.” 

The Naval Service theme will be 
emphasized in official game programs, the 
half-time show, and in spot announce- 
ments over the public address system, 
radio, and TV. Exhibits and demonstra- 
tions will be featured in New Orleans 
where the game will be played.

Steps-Up Training In 

Stating that nuclear propulsion is 
ready for practical application in the 
fleet, the Navy has stepped-up its train- 
ing program designed to qualify officers 
for specialized billets in 
power field. 


At present, there are only six officers 
taking the Nuclear Engineering course 
taught at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and six officers taking the 
Mechanical Engineering (Nuclear Pow- 
er) course offered at the Naval Post- 
graduate School, Monterey, Calif. 


When new classes convene, the Navy 
said, there will be 16 in the MIT course 
and 28 in the class at Monterey. 

Regular and Reserve officers on active 
duty have been invited to submit appli- 
cations for admittance to the courses. 
The advanced Nuclear Engineering course 
at MIT lasts 15 months and the Monterey 
course takes three years to complete.

Unrestricted Line lieutenants and lieu- 
tenants (jg) will be enrolled at the Naval 
Postgraduate School for training as prac- 
tical nuclear engineers for the opera- 
tional maintenance of nuclear powered 
installations. The Navy stated that a lim- 
ited number of student officers would be 
permitted to take their third year in- 
struction at the Oak Ridge School of 
Reactor Technology where they will spe- 
cialize in research and development work. 

The courses will begin in the Summer 
and all applicants should be sure to apply 
before 18 Feb., the Navy said.

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on heavier pressure for greater utiliza- 
tion of MATS aircraft to meet global 
logistics needs of all the Services follow- 
ing the decision to shift overseas military 
airmail to commercial aircraft.

It means that MATS planes, already 
operating considerably below capacity, 
and thus always the target of economy- 
minded Administration and Congres- 
sional leaders not familiar with its D-day 
readiness mission, will lose heavy ton- 
nage. 

Pentagon authorities said, however, 
that the decision to use commercial 
planes for the airmail will not mean a 
cutback in MATS activities. It was re- 
ported that MATS will be given heavier 
responsibilities in transporting military 
materiel. 

In this connection, the recent Air Logis- 
tics Conference sponsored by the Air 
Force Association in Washington, D. C. 
(THE JOURNAL, 18 and 25 Dec.) emphasized 
the need for fashioning transportation of 
military items to the needs of modern 
warfare. 

Speaker after speaker urged an expan- 
sion in the utilization of cargo aircraft, 
civilian as well as military. 

During November, military aircraft 
carried 341,000 pounds of mail to the U. S. 
from overseas, and carried 217,000 pounds 
overseas. Commercial planes handled 
194,000 pounds inbound and 491,000 
pounds outbound.

In a memorandum to the Secretaries 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force, Acting 
Secretary of Defense Robert B. Anderson 
said that diversion of air mail from air- 
craft of the Military Departments to com- 
mercial carriers is in line with Depart- 
ment of Defense policy of minimum com- 
petition by the Government with private 
enterprise. 

The Pentagon announcement contend- 
ed that “The air mail diversion is ex- 
pected greatly to improve service be- 
tween the United States and APO’s and 
FPO’s abroad. It also will remove the 
uncertainty of allocations of space for 
mail in military carriers.” 

Registered mail and official Department 
of Defense mail will continue to move by 
military aircraft, Mr. Anderson said. 

In cases where scheduled commercial 
air service is not available, military air 
transports will carry air mail. Likewise, 
when the volume of such mail warrants 
use of military air transports to provide 
reasonable service or to meet specific 
delivery dates, such transports that 
might have available lift will be utilized. 

If volumes of mail are generated be- 
yond the capacity of available commercial 
and military airlift, a portion will be 
diverted to surface transportation so as 
not to delay delivery further. 

Ordinary first, second, third and fourth 
class matter will be carried by ocean

LT. COL. STAPP STARTS SWIFTLY; STOPS SUDDENLY 


Lt. Col. John P. Stapp attained the ground speed of 632 miles per hour, 
then came to a dead stop in one and a half seconds on a recent test at the 
Holloman Air Development Center, Alamorgordo, N. Mex. He has been con- 
ducting research to discover the effect on airmen who bail out of planes at 


Colonel Stapp suffered no ill effects in his rocket-sled run, but did receive 
several blood blisters from dust particles, and two black eyes when his eye- 
balls pressed against the lids at the end of the ride. 

The test vehicle was a 2000-pound tubular sled mounted on steel rails 
embedded in concrete. The vehicle was pushed by nine rockets which exerted 
a total force of 40,000 pounds thrust. At the 4100 foot altitude of Holloman 
Air Development Center, the wind force against Colonel Sapp’s body when 
he reached the speed of 632 miles per hour was equivalent to that of almost 
1.7 times the speed of sound (more than 1000 miles per hour) at 35,000 feet, 
the normal cruising altitude of jet aircraft. 

The 632-mile speed record broke a mark set by Colonel Stapp earlier this 
year on the same sled when he went 421 miles an hour. The Air Force said 
that eventually test runs on the sled will be made at speeds up to 800 miles 
an hour, about 50 miles an hour faster than the speed of sound at sea level.

For Weather Reporting 


The 400,000 volunteers in the Ground 
Observer Corps will be enlisted as weath- 
er-reporters by the Continental Air De- 
fense Command (CONAD). 

CONAD is now in the process of pub- 
lishing an official regulation making the 
collection of “severe” weather reports 
from the GOC a responsibility of Air 
Division (Defense) commanders. 

Under the system of GOC weather re- 
porting, volunteer weather reports will 
be flown into air defense filter centers, 
and from there into the air weather serv- 
ice of the command. Application of this 
new technique in weather reporting 
probably will be most important in the 
midwestern, southwestern and southern 
states where the record of tornadoes is 
highest over the years.

Get Americans Out of Shacks! We believe 
that if the people of this country could see the 
horrible conditions under which American Service 
families have to live in many areas abroad there 
would be a united demand that Congress take 
positive action to provide them suitable housing. 


In this issue THE JOURNAL exposes the shabby, 
uncomfortable, yet inordinately expensive, quar- 
ters in France in which U. S. Army officers and 
soldiers and their families must live while serv- 
ing ComZ. This vital organization was set up a 
few years ago to provide USAREUR and our 
fighting divisions in Germany with a supply line 
to the Atlantic ports so that they would not be 
entirely dependent on the port of Bremerhaven 
adjacent to the Soviet Zone. 


The same story of insufficient, inadequate, and 
costly housing is true of the Air Force (see THE 
JOURNAL of 6 Nov. '54). In France, where five 
new air bases are to be opened in the next six 
months the Air Force already needs 4,765 units 
and there are only 410 in sight. Air personnel 
stationed in the United Kingdom and French 
Morocco are likewise suffering from lack of hous- 
ing. 

There are ways to remedy this, but they all 
depend upon a more enlightened and liberal atti- 
tude on the part of Congress. After refusing to 
appropriate any money for government housing 
abroad, Congress authorized a sort of modified 
Wherry housing plan whereby French builders 
who would erect apartment houses for U. S. 
forces would be guaranteed 95 per cent occu- 
pancy for five years. But the French have been 
hesitant, fearing they would not recover their in- 
vestment in that period. Only one unit for the 
Army (at Orleans) and one for the Air Force (at 
Chateauroux) are now being built. No others 
are yet in sight. It has been suggested that if 
Congress would extend the rental guarantee 
period from five to seven years, more French 
builders would be interested. Congress also au- 
thorized the use for Service family housing of 
$25 million from overseas sales of surplus farm 
commodities, but nothing has yet been done with 
this money, which would afford a small measure 
of relief—it has not even been allocated to the 
Services. 


The best answer would be the construction of 
family housing with U. S. funds. It would give 
directly what the Services need and would be most 
economical in the long run. Families using such 
quarters would not be paid their usual quarters 
allowances, so that this savings would eventually 
repay the government for its outlay after which 
future occupancy would mean actual money-in- 
the-pocket for the government. 


Regardless of which course is selected, it is 
imperative that Congress take action to relieve 
this intolerable situation. Americans defending 
the nation’s security abroad must not be required 
to live in costly shambles in order to keep their 
families together. 


Overseas Air Mail. We hope the Administra- 
tion’s decision to take away from the Military 
Air Transport Service responsibility for carrying 
air mail to the Armed Forces abroad does not 
portend further steps to weaken this important 
military organization. MATS peace time respon- 
sibilities are designed principally as a form of 
training for the functions it would perform in 
war. One of those functions, according to the 
1948 directive establishing MATS, was the trans- 
portation of mail. 


However, the Administration has decided that 
military air mail should now be shifted to the 
commercial air lines, one of the reasons given 
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being that it will help them economically. Such 
being the case would it not be wise to go a step 
farther and transport all mail to Service per- 
sonnel overseas by air? The Post Office Depart- 
ment already has instituted the transportation of 
first class mail by air between certain points in 
the United States, the intention being to expand 
this service further as experience is gained and 
facilities enlarged. 


It is even more important that mail to Service 
families abroad be expedited. These Americans 
are serving their country in foreign lands thou- 
sands of miles from their friends and other mem- 
bers of their families. Their life away from home

would be made less arduous if the time gap in 
correspondence were cut down to a minimum. 


Equally important would be the transporta- 
tion of their home town newspapers and special- 
ized and professional magazines by air mail. 
Many Service people abroad have attempted to 
keep up with their home town news and with 
their favorite magazines, but find the lapse of 
time in getting them only makes them feel more 
isolated. If these papers could reach them in a 
few days, instead of many weeks as is now the 
case, they would feel closer to home and not so 
cut off from their friends and familiar surround- 
ings as they do now. 


The Administration could perform a double 
function if it would authorize the transportation 
by air of all mail to Service families overseas— 
a genuinely substantial assistance to the air lines 
and a valuable boost to the morale of the Armed 
Forces serving abroad.

10 Years Ago—Dispatches from Paris state that the 
reported widespread cigarette and gasoline black mar- 
ket has been brought under control. Imposition of 
prison sentences has been credited with the successful 
curbing of the abuse. Cigarette, post exchange articles 
and gasoline lead the list of articles intended for battle- 
front use which have been stolen and diverted toward 
black market channels. 


50 Years Ago—lIt is expected that the new Navy 
Register for 1905 will be ready about the middle of 
January. There will be new features in the Register’s 
makeup, but a striking illustration of the shortages of 
officers in the lower grades is to be seen from the fact 
that the Register will show but eleven lieutenants, 
junior grade. 


90 Years Ago—A lctter from General Sherman in 
Washington, which treats incidentally of our adminis- 
tration of the war, closes as follows: “My idea is that 
every young and middle-aged man ought to be proud 
of the chance to fight for the integrity of his country. 
I would like to see all trade and commerce absolutely 
cease until this conflict is over; and all who can fight 
and won't fight ought to be killed or banished; and 
those who won’t support those who do fight should be 
denationalized.”

Wants “Pay” Not “Benefits” 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The general trend of the alternates 
suggested for the term “fringe bene- 
fits’ (ANAF JourRNAL 20 Nov.), not 
only leaves me cold, it appalls me. 
Some, like “emoluments,” and “Pay 
and Allowances,” have the sanction 
of long and honorable usage to com- 
mend them. Most of the proposals, 
however, imply that the military feel 
themselves entitled to something 
over and above what Congress sees 
fit to grant as “pay” and compensa- 
tion in lieu of Government rations 
and quarters. To me the constant cry 
for additional perquisites is just 
another evidence, along with the 
softening of Courts Martial prac- 
tice, and the shameful and unforget- 
table lapse in the honor system at 
the Military Academy, of the creep- 
ing loss of pride of service which we 
have allowed to grow upon us. 

Twenty-five years ago Post Ex- 
changes sold razor blades, hat cords, 
Blitz Cloth, shoe polish, cigarettes, 
clothing, and other things that sol- 
diers needed and couldn’t get readily 
off-Post except at the expense of 
their infrequent hard-earned passes. 

Twenty-five years ago Sales Com- 
missaries were operated to sell ra- 
tion articles to the unit messes, and 
the unit ate well or poorly accord- 


ing as the commander was a good 
or poor manager. As a convenience, 
dependents were permitted to buy a 
few of the same items (GI coffee, 
not Chase and Sanborn; GI bacon, 
not any one of six choice name 
brands) at a nominal mark-up of 
the cost to the Government. The 
saving amounted to perhaps $2.00 
per month per family. 


We accepted those conditions 
then, partly because we were used 
to them and partly because we were 
proud of our somewhat Spartan 
existence, but mostly because our 
“pay and allowances” bore the same 
relation to the cost of living as pre- 
vailed in civilian life for people in 
the same range of experience and 
responsibility. I fared better as a 
Captain than I do today as a Briga- 
dier General, and the lot of my wife 
was certainly better. 


We cannot turn the clock back. 
I do not suggest that we return to 
the razor-blade post exchange and 
the lima beans and candles commis- 
sary. I suggest, however, that we 
stop seeking “fringe benefits,” “in- 
centive inducements,” “dividends,” 
“allowances,” or any other such 
dangling-carrot thing. We are not 
donkeys that we must be induced. 
We are public servants. We are 
worth our hire. If our Government, 


which we are sworn to defend, sees 
fit to pay us so little that we cannot 
afford to stay in the service, it is 
not for us to demand more compen- 
sation as a right. Rather it is for us 
to point out the wastefulness and 
danger to the country of such a 
niggardly policy. 

Let us all get solidly behind a 
drive to eliminate all possible 
“fringe benefits.’”’ Let us instead re- 
place the present hodyge-podge by a4 
one-package stipend: geared to the 
general price level and state of the 
economy; sufficient to enable us to 
maintain an appropriate position in 
society and to live in the manner 
befitting an honorable profession. 
and pay our bills on time; and 
which will make adequate provision 
for our survivors, who share our 
burden of national defense. “Al- 
lowances” should be reserved for the 
special recognition of unusual haz- 
ard; outstanding service, as for a 
winner of the Congressional Medal, 
or a General of the Armies; or 
unusual expense inherent in the job. 
as in the case of attaches and high 
ranking commanders who have to 
entertain to maintain proper con- 
tacts and to uphold the dignity and 
prestige of our country.

GENERAL MATTHEW B. RIDGWAY, 
Army Chief of Staff, goes on the Capi- 
tol Hill firing line next month in con- 
nection with testimony on newly an- 
nounced manpower cuts. His testimony 
may be a highlight of the 84th Congress. 

In this connection, it is pertinent to 
note that in revising the National Se- 
curity Act of 1947, Congress took explicit 
action to insure that it could receive 
candid comments from a member of the 
JCS on military recommendations. 

Thus, Section 202 (6) of the National 
Security Act states: 

“No provision of this Act shall be so 
construed as to prevent a Secretary of a 
military department or a member of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff from presenting to 
the Congress, on his own initiative, after 
first so informing the Secretary of De- 
fense, any recommendation relating to 
the Department of Defense that he may 
deem proper.” 

General Ridgway can count on being 
asked probing questions by legislators, 
Republicans as well as Democrats, on his 
views regarding the reduction in Army 
strength. 

What his response will be to these 
inevitable questions is stirring consider- 
able comment throughout the Pentagon. 

There is some feeling that General 
Ridgway may duplicate an approach used 
by the late General Hoyt S. Vandenberg, 
USAF, who in early 1953 made it abso- 
lutely plain where he stood when the 
Administration chopped $5 billion from 
the Air Force budget. 

On the other hand, some observers be- 
lieve that General Ridgway may take 
the position that the Army made its fight 
before Executive Branch councils and 
lost and that the protest should end 
there. 

The first alternative appears to be the 
more likely result, whether General Ridg- 
way wants it that way or not. 

For it is unrealistic to believe that 
members of Congress, mindful of Con- 
stitutional responsibilities—not to men- 
tion obvious political overtones—will not 
press the Chief of Staff for a detailed ex- 
position of his viewpoint. 

In varying phraseology and with 
predictable repetition, General Ridgway 
will be asked: 

“As a professional military advisor, do 
you believe these manpower cuts will re- 
duce the combat effectiveness of the 
Army?” 

It will be difficult for him not to an- 
swer such a question and it will be dif- 
ficult also not to acknowledge that a 25 
per cent reduction in manpower will re- 
duce combat effectiveness. 

Should General Ridgway take the posi- 
tion that this is not a matter for him 
to discuss, since it was the decision of 
“higher authority,” his position will be 
inferred anyway, on top of which there

will be the charge that he is being 
“gagged.” 

There is some chance that Army Sec- 
retary Stevens, realizing the position of 
his Chief of Staff, will try to take some 
of the heat off the military officer by 
taking on the questioners and affirm- 
ing responsibility for answering the 
high policy inquiries. 

But ultimately, members of Congress 
will want the advice of the professional 
military expert, rather than the civilian 
politician. 

Throughout their appearances before 
the Armed Services and Appropriations 
Committees, Secretary Stevens and 
General Ridgway must be mindful that 
the Army has on its hands a potential 
morale problem. 

The Secretary, Chief of Staff, and other 
Army leaders must, in the face of the 
new cuts, reassure their personnel that 
the Army’s stature and prestige are not 
being unduly assaulted and that the 
Army leaders in Washington are fight- 
ing hard for what they believe to be the 
best interests of national defense. 


CONTINUED EFFORTS to secure ap- 
proval for an aviation ensign will be 
made during the coming session of Con- 
gress by Representative Bob Wilson 
(R-Calif). The ensign, similar to those 
used on boats, will be for both private 
and commercial aircraft. The designer is 
Capt. Clinton Smith of San Diego. 


CRITICISM of the six-months train- 
ing provision in the Administration’s 
newly modified UMT plan will draw fire 
during Congressional debate. Some leg- 
islators will claim that the training pe- 
riod is too short, others too long. One 
dissenting opinion already has been 
voiced by Representative Carl Hinshaw 
(R-Calif.) who believes 10-13 weeks is 
adequate. Anything over three months, 
he says, “is both expensive and sheer 
nonsense.” 


MILITARY PAY RAISE legislation 
also will develop many divergent views. 
This is apparent even before the session 
gets underway. Thus far, no Senator or 
Congressman has registered objection 
to the recommended boost, but suggested 
increases cover a wide range, extending 
from the Administration’s lowest per- 
centage boost (1.26 per cent) to the high 
of 25 per cent offered by Senator Mans- 
field (D-Mont.). 


WORK HORSES for the pay proposal 
will be Representative Paul J. Kilday 
(D-Tex.) and John R, “Russ” Blanford, 
counsel for the Armed Services Commit- 
tee, who will work closely in efforts to 
draft a bill acceptable to all. Both are 
experienced pay mentors, having worked 
together on the last two military pay

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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
A Worrying Week For Nervous Statesmen 


T must have been Scrooge instead of 

Father Christmas who did the ar- 
ranging of NATO affairs during the 
holiday week, the mere reporting of 
which calls for the high talents of the 
late Off-Ag’in-On-Ag’in Finnigan. Even 
M. Mendés-France, who was chiefly re- 
sponsible for his parliament’s bucking 
at the frail figure of EDC a few weeks 
ago, was undeniably startled at that 
same parliament’s wholly unscheduled 
bucking, day after day, this time at M. 
Mendés-France’s own program. 

The hard part of all this is not yet 
past. Britain’s sober and respected Man- 
chester Guardian, without waiting for 
Wednesday’s vote, pointed out in ad- 
vance that at best France is off to an 
extremely bad start; first, in making 
necessary this series of dubious votes 
of confidence; second, in stimulating 
British and American statesmen alike 
to sharp warnings which are bound to 
stir rancor; third, in reaching these de- 
cisions under emotional pressures in- 
stead of by sober reasoning on the 
merits of the controversy. The almost 
inevitable result will be a series of 
recriminations yet to come, and an in- 
crease in the feeling of distrust which 
unmistakeably has risen in recent 
weeks. 

FRANCE’S NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, 
by what looks like caprice but really 
is the fruit of its parliamentary make- 
up, has managed to handle the treaties 
in such a way as to leave uncertainty 
over the future, even on the issues 
where French action was favorable. A 
German Socialist statement, restrained 
as it is, expressed doubt that good re- 
sults could flow from a complex of 
treaties ratified by so narrow a margin 
and under such severe pressure. The 
Bonn Government and the American 
State Department alike, troubled by 
what had already been said, pointedly 
declined to make any official statement 
whatever in advance of the final votes, 
on the excellent reasoning that outside 
observations, whatever their tone, would 
have no salutary effect on all elements 
of the French Assembly, and might in- 
stead arouse new rancors which would 
endanger the Mendés-France tactics. 

The seriousness with which Britain 
views the prospect is indicated by the 
Government’s consideration of a plan 
for seeking a Churchill-Eisenhower par- 
ley, for discussion of the ways by which, 
in the event of a French blockade, West 
Germany can be admitted to a Western 
Alliance from which France excludes 
herself, in order to meet as many re- 
quirements as possible. 

WEST GERMANY will eventually be 
given independence, and as a sovereign 
state will have the right to rearm. Un- 
der the Nine-Power pact that rearming 
would be initiated in a manner designed 
to calm France’s natural anxieties; un- 
der a substitute pact which French 
obstructionism might make necessary, 
it will be up to the other western na- 
tions to consider those natural anxieties 
and to be bound by them so far as pos- 
sible. They are natural, and British and 
American memories should understand 
them as well as France does, and be as 
fully guided by them. 

The astonishing thing about the 
French parliament is that so many of 
its members are guided only by one set 
of anxieties and not by another, by their 
fears of what might happen and not by 
their fears of what certainly will hap- 
pen if the western alliance is allowed 
to weaken. 

TRADE, NOT AID, planning will be 
revived by President Eisenhower in his 
message, ten days hence, in which he 
is expected to renew last year’s recom- 
mendations for a three-year extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act, with certain supplements. Con- 
gress, it will be remembered, granted in 
1954 an extension of only one year. The 
President is expected to seek the right 
to reduce tariffs by 5 per cent in each 
of the three years; to ask for special 
tax concessions to American firms mak- 
ing overseas investments (the House 
approved last spring but the Senate 


halted this proposal); to extend tech- 
nical cooperation for underdeveloped 
foreign lands (it was Mr. Truman’s 
“Point 4’ but that is officially for- 
gotten); to accelerate trade, largely by 
announcement of a firm policy upon 
which traders can make their calcula- 
tions, and by simplification of regula- 
tions; to make anti-trust laws less 
alarming to American traders who at 
present are frightened away from ac- 
tivities which the country genuinely 
desires. 

These proposals, coupled with a de- 
termination to concern ourselves more 
fully with Latin-American requirements 
(as painfully disclosed at Rio in the 
autumn), are based on the belief that 
a wise assistance to trade will serve in 
numerous areas the same purpose as 
outright grants in aid, and do it better 
as well as more cheaply. It is rapidly 
becoming apparent that our tight regu- 
lation of all trade, lest some small bene- 
fit accrue to Communism, is beginning 
to hurt us more than Communism. It 
also is clear that Communism’s blunders 
should encourage us to take quick ad- 
vantage of them. 

CHOU EN-LAI, for example, has just 
finished bellowing at Great Britain be- 
cause of Britain’s friendship for the 
United States, notably on the issues of 
Formosa and our imprisoned flyers. It 
is an outburst which might shake a 
Briton’s faith in Red China’s good 
sense, for of all the western powers 
Britain has shown the greatest cordial- 
ity to Peiping, extending recognition 
four years before Peiping responded, 
meekly accepting Red China’s incarcera- 
tion of chartered British traders and 
Red China’s maltreatment of British 
commercial airplanes. It seems to offer 
us an opportunity to come to agreement 
with Britain on various issues at which 
Washington and London hitherto have 
been at loggerheads. 

TURKEY, lately admitted to NATO 
membership, has this week shown in 
impressive manner its cordial support 
of NATO principles, even at the pos- 
sible cost of an old alliance with the 
Arab states. Premier Menderes an- 
nounced his belief that the Middle East 
in general must look to the western 
world for its security. In particular, he 
announced that at his meeting with 
Iraqi statesmen in Bagdad on 6 January, 
he would make such a suggestion to 
Iraq, pointing out that such security 
as Turkey now possesses springs largely 
from her NATO membership; he also 
will urge on Iraq membership in the 
new Turk-Pakistani alliance—an exten- 
sion of that mutual defense system 
which was anticipated when the alliance 
was agreed upon. 

While not so identified, Premier Men- 
deres’ remarks are inevitably associated 
with recent statements from Premier 
Nasser of Egypt, which urged that the 
Arab League be counted upon for re- 
gional defense. Turkish thinking has 
been increasingly reluctant to regard 
the Arab League as a vital organization 
in any respect save as a foe of Israel. 
As to Israel, incidentally, one may note 
that Eric Johnston is going as the 
President’s emissary to a new Near East 
meeting next month in search of an 
engineering agreement on utilizing the 
waters of Jordan for the benefit of both 
Israel and Transjordan; should he suc- 
ceed, it would be the first such venture 
after years of aloofness. 

U.S.S. MIDWAY, based at Norfolk 
since her commissioning nine years ago, 
took off this week on the Good Hope 
route for Far East duty with the U. S. 
Seventh Fleet, bringing this great vessel 
(too large to transit the Panama Canal) 
to a command where our largest car- 
riers hitherto have been of the Essex 
type. After six months duty in the Far 
East she will go to Bremerton for a 
2-years’ modification program, to in- 
clude the angled-deck and steam-cata- 
pult changes now being installed in 
USS Roosevelt. The third of this class, 
Coral Sea, is due to make the same trip 
in 1957, following Midway into the 
Bremerton yards. 





MEMO For Qourual ReoMers 


NO ACTIVE AIR FORCE LEADER has sounded off as yet 
on the matter of AF control of all strategic air- 
power. It will be surprising though if there is 
not considerable in-fighting at highest military 
levels on this issue during 1955, particularly as 
the USS Forrestal is readied for sea with a brood 
of aircraft that can carry atomic bombs. 





GEN. CARL SPAATZ, USAF-RET., a former AF CofS may 
well have given the tipoff to what's ahead in the 
inter-Service controversy area by a provocative 
article appearing in the current issue of "News- 
week." Commenting on the new Forrestal carrier, 
Gen. Spaatz contends “we could find ourselves at 

a fateful disadvantage," unless the combined force 
of the Nation's air strength—Air Force, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Army—"can be applied with cen- 
tralized control and flexibility at the outset of 
awar.” He argues that the question of effective 
command is an “important flaw” in the "whole super- 
carrier concept.” 





STRATEGIC AIR WARFARE, says Gen. Spaatz, is "only 
a@ sideline to the Navy." The argument is certain 
to grow in the Air Force, which, having lost out 
in opposing the Forrestal carriers, now must re- 
think the impact of their aircraft on global 
strategy, that these vessels should be integrated 
more effectively into the strategic striking force. 
This would mean, of course, that SAC would be given 
a big say in such matters as peacetime training 
for the Forrestal carriers, as well as operational 
control of strategic strikes in time of war. 
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IT WAS OBVIOUS THE NAVY was going to bend over 
backwards in the Spanish construction assignment 
to avoid the harsh criticism levelled at Army 
Engineers for pushing the Moroccan air base con- 
struction at the expense of time-consuming fiscal 
procedures. 





THE IRONIC FACT is that a Hess Subcommittee report 
of March may well have contributed to the one it 
issued this week. Commenting on the Moroccan 
bases, Mr. Hess said "this subcommittee is de- 
termined to see that our Government gets value 
received for the burden which its taxpayers have 
assumed." That warning apparently has been minded 
too well by the Navy; or at least so says Mr. Hess. 





FRENCH VOTING during the past week will handicap 
Pentagon efforts to win Congressional 0.K. for 





funds with which to build housing for U. S. military 


personnel in that country. 


HELD UP FOR SEVERAL YEARS at the Pentagon and 
Budget Bureau, the Army's plan to increase Regular 
Officer strength may be in jeopardy as a result of 
the decision to reduce manpower. After much paper 
shuffling, the Defense Dept. last year authorized 
the Army to ask for a 6,000 increase. 





THE BUDGET BUREAU CUT THIS to 4,080 new RA officers. 





The bill had been scheduled for priority considera- 
tion in the House Armed Services Committee. One 
thing is certain: if Congress approves the plan, 
there will be keen competition for the slots. 


THE AIR FORCE ALSO WILL ASK an increase in its 
Regular ranks, now limited to 27,500. The AF is 
wary, however, lest it be required to integrate 
officers at relatively high Regular ranks, thereby 
aggravating an already acute "hump" problem. 

















THE HEAD OF SAC, Gen. LeMay, lacks the sweeping 
control provided for Gen. Chidlaw as head of the 
Continental Air Defense Command. The latter has 
been given charge of all Service elements in the 
air defense of the U. S., even ships. On the other 
hand, Gen. LeMay cannot be said to have similar 
control of all potentially strategic air units. 

It might be that the SAC chief will ask for a Navy 
admiral on his staff, as is the case at CONAD 
headquarters. 


DOCTOR DRAFT EXTENSION—the present law expires 

50 June—is receiving increasing support at the 
Defense Dept. level. Over protests of the Surgeons 
General, the line until recently had been that the 
Armed Forces could get along without drafting 
joctors after June. 








ARTICLES IN THE JOURNAL and elsewhere have pointed 
out that this could mean a serious lack of trained 
specialists in the Services, with a resulting 
decline in medical care standards for military men 
and their families.

79¢ WHISKEY SELLS FOR $2.40 


The low price which Service personnel in the European Command pay 
for liquor doesn’t prevent exchanges and clubs from making a tidy little profit. 

Information released by the House Armed Services Subcommittee on 
Defense Activities shows that the standard markup runs as high as 140 per 
cent on some whiskies and as much as 150 per cent on gins. 

Thus, according to Brig. Gen. Webster Anderson, Chief, Quartermaster 
Division, U. S. Army, Europe, a fifth of Kinsey Gold costs USAREUR 79¢. It 
is boosted to $1.90 by the 140 per cent markup. However, because USAREUR 
has set a minimum price on all blended whiskies, the selling price is $2.25. 
When the club or exchange which eventually winds up with the bottle adds 
15¢ for their own handling expenses, the final price to the Serviceman is $2.40 
a fifth—three times what USAREUR originally paid for it.

On liquors sold by the drink in NCO and Officer’s clubs, the profit (all 
for the direct benefit of the club members) is even higher. For example, Gen- 
eral Anderson says that enlisted clubs in the Heidelberg area sell one-ounce 
drinks of whiskey for as high as 35 cents. “As there are 25 drinks to a bottle,” 


The facts and figures on liquor sales in Europe were disclosed by the 
Subcommittee in a printed “Excerpt from Proceedings,” published as the 
result of complaints that Canadian whiskey sales are outstripping U. S. whiskey 
sales in the Service market in Europe. The Committee said time would not 
permit it to go into the sale of liquors by European PXs, but it ordered the 
charges, made by Publicker Industries of Philadelphia, to be printed along 
with the information supplied by General Anderson.

Second, Congress has traditionally 
been reluctant to vote compulsory Re- 
serve service in peacetime.

It is significant to note that Repre-

The National Reserve Plan provides 
for compulsory service in Reserve and 
National Guard units without reference 
to race, with participants holding a Fed- 
eral obligation though serving frequently 
in State organizations.

Under the completed setup, a service 
regiment will combine under one com- 
mand what formerly consisted of a serv- 
ice battalion, an ordnance battalion and 
elements of a signal company, engineer 
battalion and motor transport battalion.

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USAF Calls Meeting 
Of Small Business Group 


Assistant Air Force Secretary Roger 
‘Lewis has called a meeting of his 16-man 
Small Business Advisory Committee to be 
held in the Pentagon 28 Jan. Problems 
raised as a result of the three regional 
meetings of Air Force prime contractors 
will be discussed. Among these is the atti- 
tude of large prime contractors who con- 
tend that more subcontracting means 
higher prices, the small firms’ refusal to 
accept this viewpoint and their demand 
for increased congressional support, and 
the new dispersal rules that further con- 
fuse the picture. 

It is expected that before this meeting 
is held the Small Business Committees of 
Congress will voice their opinion of De- 
fense contractual procedures. Early re- 
ports indicate that congressional com- 
plaints will be both numerous and unre- 
strained. 

In addition to complaints about subcon- 
tracting procedures, small companies 
point to the low percentage of prime 
contracts they receive. Preliminary re- 
ports from the Services indicate that 
small firms during this year received less 
than 10% of Air Force prime contracts, 
about 20% of Navy prime contracts, and 
more than 25% of Army prime contracts. 
Procurement officials point out that in 
view of the type of awards made, this 
variation in percentages was expected. 





Lycoming Tests R-1300 


The Lycoming Division, Avco Manufac- 
turing Corporation, Stratford, Conn., has 
announced that it has started testing the 
first production model of an R-13(0 air- 
craft engine, less than six months after 
receiving an Air Force contract. 

The R-1300, manufactured by the Ly- 
coming Division under license from Cur- 
tiss-Wright, is the engine which powers 
the Sikorsky H-19 helicopter and the 
North American T-28-A trainer. 


Navy Lets Contract 
For 46 More Neptunes 


The Navy has contracted with the 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation for 46 ad- 
ditional P2V-7 Neptunes. 

Carrying MAD (magnetic airborne de- 
tection) gear in its elongated tail, the 
Neptune can track and destroy subma- 
rines on the surface or underwater. The 
multi-mission craft can also serve as a 
minelayer, bomber, torpedo bomber or 
long range patrol plane. 

The Navy contract, its third this year, 
marks the 24th order for Neptunes since 
Lockheed began building the versatile air- 
craft in 1944. 

Ski-equipped Neptunes have flown in 
the Arctic regions; glass-nosed versions 
have done special mapping jobs; one Nep- 
tune was equipped for heavy firing mis- 
sions and, in 1946, a Neptune established 
the still existing non-stop distance record 
of 11,236 miles without refueling. 








GDC Steps Up Defense Production In 04; 


Nautilus Launching Was Year’s High Point 


General Dynamics Corporation's par- 
ticipation in the defense production pro- 
gram increased sharply during 1954, ac- 
cording to Board Chairman John J. Hop- 
kins, who has announced that net sales 
for the year exceeded $600 million. 


The corporation, he said, is currently at 
work on military and commercial air- 
traft, submarines, guided missiles, and 
nuclear and electronic products. 


Mr. Hopkins declared that the “high 
point of the year for the corporation was 
the launching of the world’s first atomic- 
powered means of transport, the subma- 
rine ‘USS Nautilus,’ at our Electric Boat 
Division, Groton, Conn., on 21 Jan.” 


He added that development and prog- 
ress of the Convair Division’s XFY-1 ver- 
tical takeoff and landing plane, the Pogo, 
and Convair’s work with its supersonic 
all-weather jet interceptor F-102 was 
“nearly as important” and probably at- 
tracted as much attention to General Dy- 
namics on a world-wide scale. 

Convair, he said, also is in the fore- 
front of the effort to develop practical 
atomic-powered aircraft. 

Future plans, he added, call for con- 
tinued effort in the cause of defense and 
an aggressive interest in further diversi- 
fication and emphasis on developments 
relating to the peacetime uses of atomic 
energy. 





Navy Tests Gas Engine 
For Landing Craft Use 


The use of small gas turbine engines 
in standard Navy LCVP’s (Landing Craft 
Vehicle, Personnel) offers both advan- 
tages and disadvantages, Navy experts 
have concluded. 

After three years of tests conducted by 
the U. S. Navy Engineering Experiment 
Station, Annapolis, Md., and the Naval 
Amphibious Base, Little Creek, Va., it has 
been found that the engine is capable of 
performing many tasks required for fleet 
operations. 

Its use, the Navy said, promises many 
advantages. It gives vibration free oper- 
ation, resulting in less wear on parts. It is 
simple to install and can be torn down 
and reassembled in six hours. In addition, 
the gas engine does not require any 
warm-up time and full power can be ap- 
plied immediately after starting. 

In contrast to many other engines, the 
colder the weather, the more power is 
available. The engine cannot be stalled by 
restraining propeller rotation; this, the 
Navy said, is “a great advantage in land- 
ing operations.” 

The chief disadvantage of the gas tur- 
bine is the amount of fuel it consumes— 
almost 2% times that of the standard 
diesel engine. Additionally, the speed of 
the gas turbine-powered LCVP is a little 
slower than a diesel-propelled LCVP. 

The Navy plans to purchase a limited 
number of engines of modified design 
which will be placed with the fleet for 

operational evaluation. Contracts, how- 
ever, have not yet been let, 





C-W to Make Simulators For 
C-118A, C-121D & C-13] 


Three more Simulator types will be en- 
gineered and built for the Air Force by 
the Electronics Division of the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation, according to an an- 
nouncement by Roy T. Hurley, Chairman 
and President of the company.

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Rep. Hinshaw Asks Boost In Re-Up Bonus; 
Removal Of Technical-Professional Skills 


A further increase in re-enlistment 
bonuses has been proposed by Represent- 
ative Carl Hinshaw (R-Calif). 

“It would be proper national economy 
and good efficient practice,” Mr. Hinshaw 
believes, “to give each man who re-enlists 
a very substantial portion of that sum of 
money which the nation would have to 
expend to replace him.” 

Representative Hinshaw said he plans 
to introduce legislation to that effect. 

The California Congressman did not 
indicate how much the boost in re-up pay 
would amount to in actual dollars. He 
said, “I would certainly think that the 
entire pay which would have to be given 
to a new member of the armed forces 
during the period of his training might 
very well constitute an adequate re-en- 


listment bonus for a man _ already 
trained.” 
The amount, he said, should not be 


carried on beyond a certain age limit, 
“but certainly as long as the man’s mili- 
tary efficiency promises to remain ade- 
quate he should be given a sizable fi- 
nancial incentive to remain in the armed 
forces.” 

Congressman Hinshaw noted that “re- 
enlistments have fallen to record lows” 
and “the ability of our nation to maintain 
an adequate standing military force 
seems to be constantly in jeopardy.” 

Although increased re-up pay was voted 
by the 83d Congress, re-enlistments have 
continued to fall off and Defense leaders 
continue to express concern about the 


ability of the services to retain large | 


numbers of personnel whose enlistments 

expire during the coming fiscal year. 
Admiral Robert B. Carney, Chief of 

Naval Operations, previously had hinted 


at the possibility that the Defense De- | 
partment would sponsor legislation boost- | 


ing re-up pay still higher. In a letter to 
| VAdm A. S. Merrill, USN-Ret., last 
| August, Admiral Carney noted that pay- 
ments under the new bonus plan range 
from $240 to $1,238. He said, “Later we 
hope to increase the minimum to $1,000.” 

Mr. Hinshaw’s plans to introduce new 
re-up bonus legislation were outlined by 
him in an address before the Conference 
on Selective Service and Military Re- 
serve Developments, during a meeting of 
the American Association for Advance- 
ment of Science at the University of 
California, Berkeley, on 29 Dec. 

He also announced that he plans to do 
everything in his power “in the coming 
months to aid in the creation of a new 
special manpower council” to which the 
reserve records of all scientific and tech- 
nical personnel would be transferred. He 
proposed that the obligation for further 
military service of these men should be 
suspended and their activities and Ca- 
reers kept under the arms-length surveil- 
lance of this special board. 

Congressman Hinshaw said “in the 
event of a national emergency their criti- 
cal scientific and technological talents 
would be controlled by an independent 
agency and not subject to the pressure 
and panics of military, emergencies.” He 
added that AAny:s¥stem of manpower 
control or ‘fraining which we establish 
must accept the distinctions which do 
exist between individuals. We cannot 
| afford to reduce all of our manpower to 
the lowest common denominator.” 

He said the plan “to siphon off the best, 
the most technically minded of our young 
men from the military is sure to be op- 
posed by many of our top military plan- 
| ners.” It is for that reason, he declared, 
that he plans to introduce legislation 
boosting re-up bonus payments, “before 
their groans become too loud.” 








CG Nicks Gen. Klein 
. ’ . 
For $2,204 Pay as Col. 

Brig. Gen. Julius Klein, Assistant Ad- 
jutant General of the Iilinois National 
Guard, has been ordered to repay $2,- 
204.76 to the Government as the result of 
a decision by the Comptroller General. 

The amount was received by General 
Klein for armory drill and administra- 
tive function pay as a colonel from 8 
March 1948 through August 1949 after he 
had accepted his present commission as 
a brigadier general. 

Acting Comptroller General Frank H. 
Weitzel has informed Secretary of the 
Army Robert T. Stevens that General 
Klein was not entitled to pay for armory 
drill and performance of administrative 
functions as a colonel for the period in 
question in view of the fact that he re- 
linquished his grade of colonel when he 
accepted his commission as a brigadier 
general. 

At the time of his promotion to briga- 
dier general on 16 Feb 1948, General Klein 
was serving as a Federally recognized 
colonel in the Illinois National Guard as 
Group Commander of the 623d Quarter- 
master Group. He was assigned as Com- 
mander of the 109th Antiaircraft Brigade 
when appointed to general officer rank 
but he was not Federally recognized in 
that grade until 10 Nov. 1948. 

The decision means that General Klein 
will receive no Federal pay in either 
grade for the 10-month period involved. 


_AF Promotions Likely 
For 10 Jan. Release 


Air Force authorities said late this 
week that the list of selections to tempo- 
rary captain and major, including first 
promotions to that rank, now are sched- 
| uled for release on 10 Jan. 

Previously, it was stated that release 
would be made about 15 Jan, 

More than 6,000 selections to the two 
ranks are anticipated. 





Hawaii Housing Will Cost 
$76.50 To $100 Monthly 


The Army has approved construction 
of 1326 privately-financed rental units at 
Schofield Barracks, Hawaii. 

The units, which will include one, two, 
three and four bedroom type apartments, 
will rent from $76.50 to $100 a month. 
Utilities, which will range from $15 to 
$20 monthly, will be additional. 

The project will be leased to the high- 
est bidder. Details will be available about 
1 Feb. from the San Francisco District 
Engineer, 180 New Montgomery Street, 
San Francisco. 

The project must be designed in parcels 
so that no mortgage will exceed $5-million 
to any one mortgagor or to substantially 
the same mortgagor. This limitation is 





necessary so as to comply with a recent 
ruling by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. 





ADMIRAL WOMBLE LEAVES THE PENTAGON 


RAdm. John P. Womble, jr., USN, credited with a major role in spark- 
ing the career incentive program during the past several years and a prime 
mover in the new military pay raise plan, has been ordered to command the 


Service Force, Atlantic Fleet. 


Deputy Director of Personnel Policy in the Office of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for Manpower since February 1952, Admiral Womble headed 
the inter-Service group which drafted lengthy recommendations on steps 
necessary to improve the attractiveness of military service. 


Known as the Womble Report, this document won wide recognition at 


the Pentagon and on Capitol Hill. 


Admiral Womble will be succeeded by RAdm. John M. Will, USN, who 
has been Commander Amphibious Group Three, Pacific Fleet, who has served 
in key jobs in the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 





Two Temporary Promotion Failures In Row 
Now Spell Separation From Active Army 


Effective today, 1 Jan., Regular and 
Reserve officers of the Army who fail 
twice to be selected for temporary cap- 
tain, major and lieutenant colonel will 
be eliminated from active duty. 


It’s another step in the Army’s vitali- 
zation program, hastened by new man- 
power cuts. 

In another action, previously an- 
nounced, the Army will begin this Spring 
to retire Reserve officers—with limited 
exceptions—who have 20 years’ service. 


Separation of officers who twice fail 
to be selected for temporary promotion 
to the three grades will be almost auto- 
matic, with the following exceptions: 


1, All pass-overs for temporary promo- 
tion prior to 1 Jan, 1955 will count as 
only one pass-over. 

2. All pass-overs for temporary promo- 
tion within a 12-month period will count 
as one pass-over. 

3. Separation of Regular Army Officers 
passed over twice for temporary promo- 
tion will be in accordance with Public 
Law 810, 80th Congress, which requires 
separation screening board action and 
“show cause” procedure. 

Reserve officers affected by the “pass- 
over” will be relieved from active duty 
after a 120-day notice. The promotion 
selection board will constitute the 
“board action” required by Section 249 
and 254 of the Armed Forces Reserve 
Act of 1952. In cases where the promo-

tion board finds an officer is below ac- 
ceptable standards for the Army Reserve, 
the officer’s Reserve commission will be 
terminated as well. 

Under the provisions of Public Law 
810, 80th Congress, the case of each Reg- 
ular Army Officer who is passed over 
twice for temporary promotion to any of 
the three grades will be referred to a 
screening board, Board of Inquiry and 
Board of Review, all legal requirements 
of Public Law 810, before separation ac- 
tion is final. 

The new policy does not affect exist- 
ing policies which provide for the sep- 
aration of officers passed over for perma- 
nent promotion in the Regular Army or 
the Army Reserve. 

The Army explained that temporary 
promotions to the grade of colonel do 
not come under the provisions of the 
policy governing pass-overs for tempo- 
rary promotion to the grades of captain, 
major and lieutenant colonel. Officers 
are selected for temporary promotion to 
colonel on a “best qualified” basis; tem- 
porary promotions to the other three 
grades are on a “fully qualified” basis. 

The Army also announced that it will 
| begin implementation of its indefinite 
| active duty term agreements program 
| shortly after the first of the year. This 
| is a positive step toward attracting and 
retaining capable Reserve officers in the 
active service. 





Assumes Command 


Of Navy Destroyer; Other Ships Follow 


The USS Haverfield will be the first 
major Navy vessel to be transferred to 
the operational control of General Ben- 
jamin W. Chidlaw, USAF, Commander- 
in-Chief of the joint Continental Air De- 
fense Command. 


The 1,100-ton destroyer, converted to a 
Radar Picket Escort Vessel, will be com- 
missioned at the Philadelphia Naval 
Shipyard on 4 January. Although some 
work will still need to be completed after 
commissioning, it is expected that her 
transfer will be effected later in the 
month. 


While the number of Navy ships later 
to be shifted to General Chidlaw’s com- 
mand are labeled “classified,” it is known 


that about a dozen other destroyers are 
being converted to DER’s at East and 
West Coast Navy shipyards. All of these 
vessels, which are part of the Navy’s 
fiscal year 1955 conversion program, are 
slated for completion by the end of the 
year. 

In addition to the Haverfield, and other 
converted destroyers which will most 
likely be assigned to General Chidlaw’s 
command, there are also four Liberty 
hulls being converted to Ocean Radar 
Station Ships. The four 42-ton (light) 
Liberty Ships, designated YAGR’s one, 
two, three, and four, will be completed 
in the Spring. 

The Haverfield is commanded by LCdr. 
Billy G. Westerfield, USN. 








Air Force Unable To Meet Enlistment 
Quota, Strength Drops In November 


Air Force strength dropped by almost 
4000 during November, as a hard-hitting 
recruiting campaign was unable to ful- 
fill quotas. 

The problem is expected to get worse 
because of the cut in Army draft calls. 

The Air Force began December with 
961,270 officers and airmen, compared 
with 965,113 a month earlier. 

Goal for the end of the current fiscal 
year is 970,000. 


During November, the Air Force ob- 
tained 10,285 new recruits against a goal 
of 14,300, according to preliminary esti- 
mates released at the Pentagon this 
week. Late figures probably will show an 
increase in the number of new recruits. 

There were 8755 reenlistments during 
November. 

Overall strength of the Armed Forces 
at the beginning of December was 3,217,- 
| 971, of which 1,343,000 were Army; 691,- 
| 775 Navy; and 221,926 Marine Corps. 








Army Issues New Rules 
For Security Material 


The Army has issued a new 45-page 
regulation (AR 380-5) on procedures for 
safeguarding classified information. 

It goes into detail in the handling of 
Top Secret, Secret and Confidential in- 
formation. 

The regulation cautions on the subject 
of typewriter ribbon security, pointing 
out that cotton, rayon, paper and silk rib- 
bons are “insecure” until typed through 


| twice, 


Nylon ribbons, however, are “secure at 


| all times, but because of the expense in- 
| volved should be used only in machines 


which frequently generate highly classi- 
fied material.” 


Army Promotes 1200 | 
To Warrant Ranks 


The Army this week announced ap- 
proximately 400 temporary promotions to 
W-2 and about 100 to W-3, with roughly 
700 more warrant officer promotions ex- 
pected by New Year’s. 

Approximately 200 promotions to W-2 
| were contained in S.O, 253 and a similar 

number were listed in S.O. 254. 

The latter S.O. also named about 100 
warrants for advancement to W-3. 

The Army was to make a total of about 
1,200 warrant promotions in the last 
days of December, including a little over 
1,000 to W-2, about 100 to W-3 and 40 to
